Relief Slow 


A report on contributions to the 
Red Cross Hungarian Relief Fund, 
j made at the last meeting of the 
Saline County chapter, indicates 
that response has been very slow to 
date in the county. 
Containers for contributions were 
placed in the six county banks, the 
Egyptian State bank at Carrier 
Mills, Burnett’s bank and the First 
State bank at Eldorado, First Na­ 
tional bank and Harrisburg Nation­ 
al bank in Harrisburg, and Saline 
County State Bank at Stonefort, 
and for the first ten days of the 
drive contributions amounted to 
just $81. 
The county’s quota is 
$703, Fund treasurer Richard Dav­ 
enport reported that some larger 
contributions were withheld be­ 
cause donors were uncertain of the 
procedure, and he explained that 
those wishing to make donations 
by check could mail the check to 
the Red Cross office in Harrisburg, 
or give their check to the cashier 
at any of the banks named.

Hill Discusses Social 
For Farmers at Farm 


E. Bishop Hill, district manager 
of Social Security, discussed So­ 
cial Security measures at yester­ 
day’s annual meeting of the Saline 
County Farm Bureau. 
He distributed pamphlets show­ 
ing the changes as they affect 
farm ers and said other farm ers 
who wanted such a pamphlet could 
get one at his office in the Harris­ 
burg National bank building, eith­ 
er by going to the office, calling 
by telephone or by writing. 
Mr. Hill told farm ers that if Jhey 
are past 65 and file an application 
for Social Security benefits, they 
must first have an annual tax re­ 
turn filed and bring a copy of the 
return and proof of tax payment 
to the office with them. 
He suggested payment be made 
by postal money order or bank 
draft, for proof of payment, as 
cancelled checks sometimes are 
very slow in getting back. 
He must also bring proof of age 
and a birth certifícate is not essen­ 
tial, he stated. A certified copy of 
an application for a marriage li­ 
cense or a family Bible with name 
and date of birth recorded are suf­ 
ficient proof, he added.

accompany her husband to his of­ 
fice, he stated. 
Last, he said, the person filing 
must return. That means, he says, 
that the farm er no longer operates 
the farm himself and that his an­ 
nual net earning cannot be more 
than $1,200. After 72 years of age, 
it makes no difference what a per­ 
son receives. 
Regarding the change in the law 
which reduces from 65 to 62 the 
age that women can get benefits, 
Mr. Hill had this to say: 
Wives of men 65 or over may 
now draw benefits at 62, but the 
benefit would be a reduced figure. 
Working women also may draw 
benefits at 62 on a reduced basis. 
On taking the reduced benefits 
at 62 instead of waiting until 65 
to get the full 
benefits a wife 
would be ahead at least 12 years 
and a working woman at least 15 
years, he stated. 
Mr. Hill em­ 
phasized that if benefits are start­ 
ed at 62, the reduction continues 
after 65. 
The above facts, he said, do not 
apply to widows. 
He stated wid­ 
ows can begin drawing benefits at 
63 with no reductions.

WASHINGTON. — Drew Pear­ 
son, who digs into the secret lives 
of others, has kept his own secret 
from the public. 
His fans would 
never suspect from his hard-hit 
ting column, his angry voice on 
radio, his fights with Washington 
officialdom, that he is secretly a 
softie. 
He’s the 
kind of softie who’ll 
be embarrassed over this column, 
yet softie enough not to fire me 
for writing it. 
Drew usually ends up feeling 
sorry for those he exposes. His 
stories helped convict 
tax-fixer 
Henry Grunewald; but he started 
writing sympathetic stories after 
a tearful appeal from Grunewald’s 
daughter. 
Drew' also helped send 
in^luence-peddler John 
Maragon 
to Jail, then wrote a letter in his 
behalf to the parole board and 
helped get him a job after his re­ 
lease. 
Once 
Drew 
revealed 
that 
a 
Pentagon employee, Charles Dil­ 
lon, secretly recorded a conver­ 
sation with NBC Executive Frank 
McCall. The Defense Department 
decided to fire Dillon for his bad 
manners. Drew anxiously phoned 
then-Deputy Secretary Steve Ear 
ly 
and talked him 
out of such 
drastic punishment. 
STE PIN AC DEAL 
Only a few intimates know how 
Drew got Cardinal Stepinac out of 
a Yugoslav jail. Drew persuaded 
the Yugoslav ambassador 
here 
that freeing Stepinac would 
im­ 
prove 
American-Yugoslav 
rela­ 
tions. In return for the Cardinal’s 
release, Drew offered to print any 
st a ie rn en Marshall Tito eared to 
make. 
Upon the ambassador’s recom­ 
mendation. Tito accepted the deal 
and let Stepinac go. 
The Yugo­ 
slav leader explained his action 
in a letter that Drew duly 
pub­ 
lished. It was so lengthy, 
how­ 
ever, that several newspapers cut 
it. 
Result: 
Tito raised cain, ac­ 
cused Drew of bad faith. 
Drew tried to make the same 
deal with the 
Czechoslovakian 
ambassador for AP correspondent 
Bill 
Oatls’s 
freedom, 
but 
the 
Czech government finally turned 


it down. Neither Oatis nor the 
AP ever knew what Drew tried to 
do. 
Most people have also forgotten 
how Drew discovered the man who 
drugged Cardinal Mindszenty, Dr. 
Emil Weil, serving right here in 
Washington as Hungarian minis­ 
ter. 
Dr. Woll had helped torture 
Mindszenty 
by administering 
a 
drug during his Budapest 
trial 
Drew promptly made It so hot for 
Weil that he was recalled. 
Drew' 
has been 
beaned by as 
many brickbats as he has hurled. 
Perhaps 
because of his Quaker 
upbringing, he has a remarkable 
ability to shrug off abuse dnd turn 
the other cheek. 
RETORT TO WINCHELL 
Walter Winchell recently print­ 
ed a wild, vicious attack on Drew. 
Friends urged him to sue for li­ 
bel, 
or at least 
to slash back. 
Drew’s reply over the microphone 
was characteristic: 
‘‘Many years 
ago Walter did a 
lot of helpful 
things for me, and I’d rather re­ 
member 
those things 
than his 
more recent ‘orchids.’ 
My 
only 
answer is to suggest that you tune 
in on his new TV program Fri­ 
day 
night. 
Give 
his rating 
a 
boost.” 
Drew may be a softie, but don’t 
get the idea he lacks guts. During 
the 1952 campaign word leaked to 
vice presidential candidate Nixon 
that Drew was preparing to blast 
him. 
A Nixon aide phoned me 
and warned that Nixon would re 
taliatc 
with a McCarthv-syle at 
tack on Drew. I relayed the mes­ 
sage to the boss; I still remem­ 
ber his exact words. 
“Okay, 
I’ll change 
mv story 
about Nixon,” he said. “I’ll make 
it stronger.” 
Nothing distresses Drew more 
than attacks on his veracity. He 
is the first to admit that he makes 
mistakes. But the best newsmen 
occasionally are misinformed by 
their sources, 
and the most re 
spected papers have pulled bon­ 
ers. 
Even Time Magazine, which re­ 
cently 
sneered at Drew’s 
1956 
predictions, has been wrong. (Ex­ 
ample: 
Time forecast the week 
before election that the 
Republi­ 
cans would win the House.) 
Ac­ 
tually Drew has done better than 
most political prophets. One pre­ 
diction that Time derided came 
true right after he article went 
to press—namely, that “Sir An­ 
thony Eden, whose health is worse 
than the public realizes, will take 
a much less active part in the 
British government.” 
HAGERTY APOLOGIZES 
No 
less 
than 
White 
House 
spokesman Jim Hagerty, who has 
often tangled with Drew in pub­ 


lic, has apologized to him in pri­ 
vate. Twice Jim was man enough 
to telephone and admit he had 
been wrong in denouncing Pear­ 
son stories. 
Drew has probably notched up 
more solid scoops than any news 
sleuth alive, it would take pages 
to list them. 
(His most famous: 
He exposed the first Red spy ring 
in Washington, got hold of the in­ 
come-tax returns of several big- 
time racketeers before 
the Ke- 
lauver Crime hearings, wrote the 
stories that led to the congression­ 
al tax and EFC probes.) 
The wire 
services 
commonly 
play up Pearson stories that back­ 
fire, but never mention his news 
beats. 
Another example of dis­ 
crimination: The New York Times 
won the Pulitzer prize for reveal­ 
ing what happened at the secret 
Wake Island conference between 
President 
Truman and 
General 
MacArthur. Drew got nothing for 
printing exactly the same story, 
including 
verbatim 
quotes, 
six 
months ahead of the Times. 
COSTLY CRUSADES 
Right or wrong, Drew battles 
for what he believes is the public 
good. 
He waged a bitter battle 
against the natural gas bill, for ex­ 
ample, 
because 
it would have 
boosted the oil and gas million­ 
aires' profits at the housewives’ 
expense. What he never mention­ 
ed, however, is that his crusading 
hurt his own pocketbook. He hap­ 
pens to own gas-oil wells in Louis 
iana. 
His wife’s family have also 
owned wells for years. 
While Drew fought for higher 
taxes on the big brackets, he was 
probably the most heavily taxed 
reporter in the United .States. An­ 
other thing few people know is 
how he paid the expenses of the 
French Merci 
Train 
delegation 
when they 
came here to 
give 
thanks for the Friendship Train. 
It cost 
Drew $10,000 out of his 
own pocket. 
Drew’s happiest moments are 
when he is promoting 
people to- 
people friendship, fighting for the 
independence 
of 
a little nation 
like Indonesia or offering a plan 
for world peace. 
He believes lit­ 
erally in making democracy live.

He was shown a map of the bor­ 
der area on which were marked 
the escape routes used by toe 
refugees from communism.

WASHINGTON im - President 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru of India said 
today 
their 
“full 
and 
frank 
talks” confirmed a “broad area 
of agreement” about world prob­ 
lems. 
In a joint communique issued by 
the White House as Nehru left for 
New York at the end of his four 
day state visit here, the two lead­ 
ers predicted that their meeting 
of minds will speed achievement 
of “peaceful and friendly relations 
among all nations of the world.” 
He 
and Mr. Eisenhower con­ 
ferred for some 14 hours Monday 
in the seclusion of the President’s 
farm 
at Gettysburg, Pa. They 
talked again at the White House 
Wednesday and a a formal dinner 
at the Indian embassy Wednesday 
night. 
Nehru told newsmen who saw 
him off at Washington National 
Airport that he is confident his 
talks with Mr. Eisenhower will 
lead to “closer bonds of the mind, 
bonds 
at understanding 
and of 
friendship” between the world’s 
two largest democracies. 
The 150-word communique was 
couched in generalities 
and did 
not purport to give details of the 
Eisenhower-Nehru talks. 
It was known, however, that the 
discussions ranged over East-West 
relations, 
Far Eastern policies, 
including the sticky issue of Red 
Chink, the Middle East, disarma­ 
ment, 
and other 
crucial world 
Issues. 
A crowd at about 50 persons and 
an armed guard were at the Air­ 
port for Nehru's departure in the 
presidential airplane, the Colum­ 
bine III.

Hall Predicts 
Less Politics 
For TV Viewers 


WASHINGTON TP -Republican 
National Chairman 
Leonard W. 
Hall said today that maybe tele­ 
vision viewers got “too much” poli­ 
tics in this year’s election cam­ 
paign. 
Hall said that both the Demo­ 


cratic and Republican parties — 
which spent more than two million 
dollars each on television this year 
—will consider cutting down their 
use of TV in the 1960 campaign. 
He predicted that the networks 
themselves on second thought may 
decide not to cover as much of the 
1960 national conventions as they 
did this year. 
“You can saturate television with 
too much politics,” Hall told a spe­ 
cial House committee investigating 
campaign spending. 


This jibed with a view express­ 
ed earlier this week by Democratic 
National Chairman Paul M. Butler. 
Butler testified that voters this 
year became bored with too much 
politics on their TV screens. 
Hall 
opposed 
Butler's recom­ 
mendation that Congress set some 
overall limit—say $10,000 or $15,000 
—on the amount that an individual 
can contribute to a political cam­ 
paign. 
He said present high tax 
rates on the wealthy already pro­ 
vide “an effective top limit.”

Juvenile Toll is Tragic: Hoover

The juvenile delinquency prob­ 
lem casts a stigma upon every com­ 
munity where it exists. 
No child 
ever was “born to be a criminal.” 
But the pathway from infancy to 
responsible adulthood is difficult. 
Thousands 
of children 
stumble 
every day; and all too many of 
those who make the journey suc­ 
cessfully do so in spite of the adult 
community around them. 
In 1955, the toll was tragic. There 
were 576,000 juvenile arrests, ll 
per cent more than in 1954 while 
the number of IO to 17-year olds 
in our population increased only 
3 per cent. 
And the problem threatens to be­ 
come more acute in the years 
ahead. 
This sacrifice of young people is 
not inevitable. There is much we 
can do to assure that every child 
receives the opportunity he so rich­ 
ly deserves to develop into a use­ 
ful citizen. 
Nothing will be accomplished, 
however, until America recognizes 
delinquency in its true light — not 
as a mere juvenile problem but 
as a product of adult failure. 
The responsibility for providing 
moral 
guidance rests primarily 
with parents. By both precept and 
example, it is the parents’ duty 
to make the child's life meaning­ 
ful. Due to circumstances beyond 
their immediate control, some par­ 


ents are unable to meet this obli-j 
gation.

CHICAGO RS — The University 
el Illinois board of trustees raised 
entrance 
test requirements 
for 
applicants in the lower fourth of 
their high school classes in hopes 
of 
discouraging students 
who 
might fail. 
Under the new testing plan, stu­ 
dents will be given counsel and a 
battery of tests in the spring be­ 
fore their first semester at the 
university. 
If the tests indicated 
the 
student 
“would 
probably 
flunk,” he will be encouraged to 
begin extra study or look else­ 
where for advanced education. 
Dr. David D. Henry, president 
of the university, said the action 
was not taken 
to bar students 
from the school. 
“We are only trying to help 
them with our best advice,” he 
said. 
The trustees also acted Tuesday 
to enlarge the 
school’s Chicago 
professional campus. An addition­ 
al 16.8 acres 
of land from 
the 
Medical Center Commission was 
accepted to be added to the 21.1 
acres already owned by the uni­ 
versity. 
The controversial Miller Mead 
ow site for a four-year Chicago 
branch 
of the university 
also 
came up 
for consideration 
and 
the trustees indicated 
they now 
are willing to lease the land rather 
than purchase it. 
The site belongs to the 
Cook 
County Forest Preserve District 
and commissioners 
have stated 
they would not sell it to the un- 
versity. 
The board approved a univer­ 
sity application for a $189,500 fed 
eral grant for the studv of heart 
disease. The five-year study would 
be conducted on some 2,000 West­ 
ern Electric male employes.
